The existence of cholera in Pan- 
ama and the establishment of 

quarantine in some of the gulf 

ports, is suggestive ground for an 
early and complete cleansing of all 
American cities. Frankfort should 
not be behind in this matter. 

Naturally, our city is excellently 

drained. The Kentucky river 
pierces the center of the city, and 
besides the natural drains and arti- 
ficial sewers, the rock and gravel 
substratum leads off to the river 
the mass of decayed matter so in- 
jurious to health. Yet, when 
these drains become choked up 
and filth accumulates, and when 
kick yards and private premises I 



are allowed to fairly run over with 
rotting garbage, trash, dish water 
and kitchen refuse — disease will 
find a quick origin and a rapid 
spread. When the cholera was 
raging in both Italy and Spain, 
the utmost activity was seen in 
France, Austria, German}-, En- 
gland and other European countries 
in the way of cleansing and disin- 
fecting. The result was, the 
cholera advance was checked and 
its footsteps turned away. 

Wry little, if any, attention has 
been paid officially in Frankfort, 
of late years, to a complete system 
of health ptotection. We have 
no Hoard of Health, and the city, 
outside of scraping the dirt from 
the streets in the busiest portion 
of the town and some attention to 
sewerage, has been pretty much 
left to itself. The back yards that | 
too often reek in filth have appar- 
ently been deemed sacred against 
official intrusion. This ought not 1 
so to be. No pains should be J 
spared to make our city as neat as ) 
a new pin and as cleanly as a mar- 
ble floor. ^

Yet, the disappoint- 
ment may only be temporary, and 
the capitalist interested in the 
completion of the Frankfort 
Georgetown and Paris Railroad 
may be busily engaged in perfect 
ing plans for its construction. 

The road will be built, sooner or 
later, and if the present charter 
owners and their capitalists do not 
find it convenient or to their inter- 
ests to presently push the enter- 
prise, other charters can be obtain- 
ed and a new beginning made. 

We are not without hope that 
the movement recently begun will 
be quickly taken hold of again, 
and satisfactory results attained.

We learn that the teachers arc 
out hunting the best schools for 
the next school year. We woidd 
remind trustees that they have no 
power to make a contract until 
after the 30th of next June, and if 
made before that time is void. 

Mrs. Allie Jones has a good 
school at FOX Gap school-house. 
This is her 1 3th year in that neigh- 
borhood. Would that every dis- 
trict in the count}-, when they get 
a good teacher, would keep them. 
It is this constant changing that 
injures the schools. 

Our remarks on the burdens of 
the "Little Ones" in this city 
seems to have caused a good deal 
of comment on the subject, nearly 
all of which was favorable. Even 
some of the children have thanked 
us for that item. We hope some- 
thing will be done yet. 

Why are the children not al- 
lowed to enter the school building 
or "rounds until twenty minutes 
of nine, and yet if they arc not 
there at nine they are marked for 
it. Who made this rule, and 
what is it object? Must the chil 
dren stand out in the rain and coid 
until invited to enter. "F rank- 
fort's Free Gift to All Her Chil 
dren." 

Persons intending to teach in 
tiie public schools must have a 
certificate for every day they 
teach or lose the time. Don't 
begin and teach a few days or 
w eeks and then come and be ex- 
amined. You might fail, and even 
if you pass, the time taught can 

not be counted. Besides, trustees 
perjure themselves, and are liable 
to a fine fur employing a person 
without a legal certificate. "A 
word to the wise is sufficient." 

There is another matter in con 
nection with our City School that 
should be agitated, viz: There 
should be at least two male teach 
ers in it. We have the finest 
public school building in the 
State, and it should be our aim to 
make the school the best in thi 
State, or at least make it good 
enough for the best, so that our 
citizens will not have to send their 
sons and daughters off to other 
schools. This can be done with 
out its costing the city a dollar 
more than it does now. Think 
over it, talk about it, and let the 
next session open with at least 
two well qualified male teachers.

Exclusive Privileges. 

Editor Roundabout: 

Through the columns of your 
last issue I took occasicn to com- 
ment on the Frankfort Heating 
Company's claim to "exclusive 
privilege," little dreaming that J 
had committed any offense for 
which I should beg the pardon of 
any one, but it seems that the edi- 
tor of the Western Argus, either 
ignorantly or purposely miscon- 
struing my meaning, has eonsti 
tuted himself a censor of the press 
and undertaken to read me a 
homily upom my Conduct as a cit- 
izen. For this purpose he has de 
voted a "leader. " of" a column in 
length, to personal abuse. This 
serves to fill up his bantling paper 
not yet out of its swaddling clothes, 
but his Witicisms fail to excite 
either mirth or merit a sensible 

thought. 1 rather pity than blame 
him, when I remember that this is 
his first newspaper venture, and 
cherish the hope that he will im- 
prove as he gains experience. 

The editor of the Argus insists 
that 1 was attempting to "write 
down the enterprise" of the citi- 
zen-, who are undertaking to put 
the Frankfort Heating Company 
in operation. None but the eyes 
of the Argus could discover such 
deformity in my words, while 
every one else at a glance Wduld 
see that I only endeavored to 
arouse an interest among the 
lovers of our Frankfort prosperity 
that would induce them to come 
forward and share the rich harvest 
in store for all who would venture 
a lew dollars in natural gas enter 
prises which can thrive without 
the protection of "exclusive privi- 
leges." According to the Argus 
a natural gas well can be sunk the 
required depth, 1,500 feet, at a 
cost of about S53.0JO. Certainly 
more than one company of our 
citizens can be formed to engage 
in enterprises requiring no greater 
outlay. This was my opinion, 
and it lias been verified, for since 
your last issue the Frankfort Nat- 
ural Gas and Oil Company has 
been organized and will begin op- 



erations in a few days This new 
company needs no protection, it 
has no "exclusive privilege," nor 
does it desire suci', privilege to be 
exercised as a monopoly, 

It is true that the Argus say* 
that "blocks" of stock in the 
Frankfort Heating Company can 
be HOW had for reasonable figures 
by any one-, but this is the first 
time that any one not on the 
, "ground floor" has heard of such 
j liberality. I trust the stock will 
find a ready sale and the company 
I be enabled to find natural gas in 
j abundance, but at the same time 
: the purchasers of this stock must 
; bear in mind that other companies 
can exercise the same privileges 
I as the Frankfort Heating Compa- 
ny. 

The Argus has tickled itself 
into a spasm with an ugly slur 
on the kind of a lawyer that uti- 
j dcrtook to donate opinions on 
"constitutional law." Whether 
I am a lawyer, mechanic or 
loafer, matters not to the 
people who are interested in 
the discovery of natural gas, and 1 
shall feel amply rewarded if my 
comments and questions have in 
duce any earnest inquirers, into the 
powers of the Frankfort Heating 
Company, to satisfy themselves 
by consulting others more compe- 
tent to advise than I. I have- 
asked a civil question, and the 
Argus gave no answer but tirade 
and bluster. It played the part 
of the cuttle fish by blackening 
the waters with the pollutions em- 
inating from itself in the faces of 
those who eagerly pursue in 
search of knowledge. Whenever 
the people of Frankfort can gulp 
down all the ranc of the Argus 
with a relish, in preference to 
reason that anyone can see, 1 shall 
expect the Frankfort Heating 
Company to rivet its chains upon 
all, and not before. 

Again, the eyes of the Argus 
have discovered that I "never ex- 
pended a dollar for a public enter- 
prise in my life." The stock of 
mud is inexhaustible. This charge 
is false. It would be indelicate 
for me to speak in praise of my 
self, and will only mention one in- 
vestment of $1.50 subscription to 
the ArgUS, which has afforded very- 
little profit. Will add that the ed- 
itor of the Argus was never known 
to invest a dollar unless at least 
two others were jingling in sight. 
The Argus refuses to say that the 
Frankfort Heating Company will 
render any public service in con- 
sideration of its "exclusive privi- 
lege," but promises that in the 
"sweet bye-and-bye" it will give- 
cheaper fuel. Cheaper fuel may 
be had by the completion of the 
Kentucky river improvement, or 
by building a railroad from Frank- 
fort into the coal regions, but no 
body wants an exclusive privilege- 
to sell -coal in Frankfort on ac- 
count of either of these improve 
ments. 

Constitutional opinions seem to 
be very unpalatable to the Argus 
at present. It .wants the citizens 

of Frankfort to lay low and wait 
for the Frankfort Heating Compa 
uy to bring its "wooden horse" 

safe into the walls of the city 
without a murmur. Will all fall 
down and worship this Cod? If 
so, we will find too late that the 
days of our mourning are at hand. 

The editor of the Argus seems 
to entertain very variable notions 
on the subject of monopolies, for 
less than a month ago a "leader ' 
appeared devoted entirely to the 
iniquities and oppressions result- 
ing from the present system of 

Pubjic Printing and Binding done 
by an elected officer, and praising 
the system of letting to the lowest 
and best bidder, where competition 
should be free to all. Now he 
cries loudly for protection to his 
natural gas monopoly. Why this 
sudden change in his views? Per- 
haps the difference "depends upon 
whose ox is gored."
